then biggest Atlantic liter, when at 
last the passengers realized the ship 
was doomed.

w rote:

Here are some extracts from St* ad's 
giirn prediction: 
"From below 
there came a ipieer 
sucking sound, with an occasional long 
gurgle, ami 1 saw that the ship seemed 
to hang* as the seas met h<*r 
"The boats were made fast to stand 
heavy weather, and only skilled sail 
ors could launch them. 
"I calculated that, by loading all
